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ALBANY COP vs. LABOR 


AT THIS WRITING, it looks as if New York’s labor 
movement is. taking a beating from the Republican-dom- 
inated State Legislature. | 

Labor's proposals to improve jobless pay, sickness in- 
surance, workmen's compensation, minimum wage an 
anti-discrimination setups are being ignored. But more than 
this, Big Business is hacking away at labor and social wel- 
fare measures now on the books. 

For instance, the Senate, with the GOP latching on 
to a reactionary proposal by the OConnel] Democratic 
machine of Albany, has passed a bill barring from relief 
people with less than a year’s residence in the community. 
The bill is ‘generally viewed as aimed at recent arrivals 
from Puerto Rico. 

So avidly hostile are the GOP leaders, and the O’Con- 
nell machine, to workers on relief, that they passed this 
bill even though they were warned it may mean. that the 
state will lose the $116,000,000 it gets from the federal 
government for welfare purposes. 

On top of this, several measures making it tougher 
for workers to get workmen’s compensation are being con- 
sidered. 

If-the labor movement is to block these reactionary 
proposals, and if it is to make headway in liberalizing the 
jobless pay ‘and other labor laws, it will have to rally its 
million-fold members for a powerful] crusade these final 
two weeks of the legislative session. ' 

Long experience has shown that the GOP leaders of 
the Legislature can be forced to make some concessions 
to the workers of the state. And the extent of the conces- 
sions varies directly with the amount of pressure exterted 
by labor. 

What seems to be needed is the kind of mass demon- 
stration in Albany that the building trades have been con- 
ducting in Washington. A few thousand unionists from all 
over the state will convince the GOP leaders, 


PROSECUTING THE BAR 


WHEN Assistant Attorney General William Tomp- 
kins on Monday attacked bar associations which have been 
helpful in Smith Act cases, he hit a new low—even for a 
Department of Justice headed by Herbert Brownell. 

It is, of course, true—and to their credit—that bar as- 
sociations in Cleveland, Denver, Philadelphia and Con- 
necticut have helped Smith Act defendants obtain coun- 
sel. It is also true that in some cases even Federal Judges 
have cooperated with the bar associations in obtaining 
counsel. 


In helping provide defense counsel, these bar associ- — 


ations have been living up to the elementary traditions of 
the American bar and their-own resolutions. For Tompkins 
(undoubtedly with Brownell’s agreement) to attack these 
bar associations as “dupes of Communist strategy” is more 
than a cheap attack on these organizations. It is an attack | 
_on the very concept of the right of counsel and a fair trial. 

In singling out the Cleveland Bar Association (which 
raised $30,000 to help finance a trial in which seven de- 
fense lawyers were appointed by the court) Tompkins be- 
trays his vindictive fury at the jury acquittal of four de- 
fendants. By his charge of “dupe,” Tompkins is now seek- 
ing to smear the entire defense and poison public opinion 
in Cleveland before six defendants appear for sentencing 
on March 23. 

Lawyers and laymen alike, whatever their political 
views, will undoubtedly resent this unscrupulous assault 
on constitutional rights. 

It will help many understand an elementary proposi- 
tion that reaction only “begins” ‘with the attack on the 
left, but inevitably winds up with an attack on the cherish- 
ed rights of all—even of conservative bar associations. 

The Justice Department's Smith ‘Act drive began 
“only” with an attack on the right of Communists to advo- 
cate their views; now it envelops the rights of lawyers 
and judges to facilitate legal defense. 

The Adininistration must be forced by public opinion 
to repudiate this vicious attack on elementary civil lib- 
erties. More than that, it should be a new impetus to a 
stepped-up drive against the Smith Act, which is the source 
of so many attacks on democratic liberties of all.

A Red Plot te Uphold 
Sanctity of Treaties 


LET US -TALK ‘about the 
sanctity of treaties. And: let us 
start with a treaty that was sign- 
ed less than two years ago in 
Geneva. This was no ordinary 
treaty that was inscribed.so sol- 
emnly that hot day in July, 1954. 

A measure of its importance is 
that this treaty ended the. last 
shooting war in the world. For 
the first time in some 20 years 
the guns were silent, as far as 
any major fighting was concern- 

. The Indochina war ‘was 
ended. 

Among the signatories were 
the foreign ministers of our major 
European allies — Britain and 


- France. Included also were the 


Soviet Union and China and the 
countries of Indochina — Laos, 
Cambodia and both North and 
South Vietnam. 

One provision of this treaty 
said that by July, 1956, free elec- 
tions shall take place to estab- 
lish a unified republic of Viet- 
nam. And as spring approaches 
and the July deadline draws clos- 
er the world will be able to 
judge who is and who is not a

national treaties.

THE GOVERNMENTS which 
signed the Geneva treaty of 1954 
seem quite ready to carry out its 
provisions. This includes even 
France, the colonial power which 
directly waged war against the 
Vietnamese for eight brutal 
years. But the extraordinary 
thing is that a non-signatory, 
the government of the United 
States, is trying to prevent the 
treaty’s election pledge from be- 
ing carried out. 

How the U. S. came to be a 
non-signer is in itself a_ story. 
And it’s a story starrmg John 
Foster Dulles. This makes it a 


story of intrigue and the object 


of the intrigue was _.to: prevent - 
those who actually wanted to. 


carry out the treatv from doing 
sO. 

About a week after John Foster 

Dulles came to Geneva in April, 
1954, to participate in the Indo- 
china treaty: talks, he packed his 
bags and left. He took a powder, 
or a walk, as the diplomats might 
say. Dulles wasn’t enthusiastic 
about the Geneva talks in 1954 
ever since they had been decid- 
ed upon by the Big Four powers 
who met in Berlin that spring. 

“Wasn't enthusiastic,” is of 
course, an under-statement. This 
reporter was present at the Dul- 
les press conference in Washing- 
ton on ‘June 15, 1954, where 
Dulles admitted that the State 
Department had opposed the 
Geneva conference on Indochina 
from the beginning. 

Unable to prevent it from be- 
ing held, Dulles attended. Un- 
able to break it up, he left. Un- 
able to prevent it from success- 
fully negotiating a treaty he or- 
dered our remaining representa- 
tives in Geneva not to sign the 
treaty.

WHAT DID Dulles want? 


According to his authorized in- 


terview with Life magazine, he 
told the whole world what he 
preferred to a peace treaty. He 
wanted “united action” to con- 
vert Indechina into another Ko- 
rea. But in his infamous “brink 
of war’ declaration he blames 
France and Britain for refusing 
to go along with him in convert- 
ing Indochina into another 
Korea. 

As a matter of fact in April of 
1954, just before .the Geneva 
conference began, Vice-President 
Nixon made a speech to the na- 


tion’s editors in which he sent up 
that well-known “trial balloon.” 
It was the speech where he said

jungles of Indo- 


American public opinion flar- 
éd up at that time and shot down 
Tricky Dick’s ugly balloon. In- 
stead of Nixon’s plan, the Geneva 
conference was held and the 
treaty was signed. 

But that didn’t end the Dulles 
intrigue. On the contrary he pro- 
ceeded methodically to oust the 
French from South Vietriam. He 
built up, armed and put into 
office a puppet régime headed by 
Ngo Dinh Diem. And now Diem 
says he won't earry out the proe- 
visions of the 1954 treaty. In- 
stead he carried out phony sepa- 
rate “elections” in the. South. And 
Diem has the backing 6f a non- 
signatory—John Foster Dulles.

TALK ABOUT international 
morality. Dulles has worked out 
a strategy for frustrating other 
nations inclined to observe the 
sanctity of treaties.. 

Lest anyone think this is just 
oor “extremist” interpretation, 
well call French foreign miister 
Christian Pineau to the stand.

While wrapped in the usual 
anti-Soviet verbiage, the sub- 
stance ‘of the speech—made to 
the nationalities division of the 
National Democratic Commit- 
tee—was one which recalled an 
early 1954 address in which he 
advocated “competitive coexist- 
ence’ with the USSR.

Soviet than Dulles. Sometimes 
he got somewhat ludicrous. 
Thus he got in a crack at Gen- 
eva—mild, for him—by complain- 
ing that while the Soviets “did 
not yield on a single issue of 
substance . ... the President cre- 
dited the Communists. with a 
desire for peace no less earnest 
than that of the West.” —
